A cutting affhiy Is reported to have taken 
place at San Fernando last night. 
Banks,who was shot at the Virgínea Canada 
a few days ago,died in th e hospital yesterday 
m orning. 
A fire a t M lddlebury. Vt., yesterday, de­ 
stroyed $170,000 w orth of property. 


S h a s t a County h a s elected a w om ­ 
an County Superintendent of schools. 


T h e people believeb the protestations 
of the Independent leaders and kept 
them pure by keeping them out of 
politics. 


T h e official vote of Kern County is 
received. The vote for Congressman 
is W ig g in to n 669; Thom pson 370 and 
H o u g h to n 180. The third 
termer 
ran a long ways behind the m an he 
said would poll no votes. 


W h e n the people win the press is 
well represented. This year we have 
Ik w in for Governor; G e l w i c k s and 
C o ffe y for Assemblymen and J a n u ­ 
a r y for Treasurer of Santa Clara 
County—«11 newspaper men. 


Under New Management. 


Colonel J. P. J a c k s o n to whom ref- 
erance has been heretofore made in 
connection with the new m anagem ent 
of the Los Angeles and Independence 
railroad, reached this city on Friday 
m orning and immediately proceeded 
to Santa Monica to take a view of the 
situation and exam ine the w harf and 
railroad. H e returned to the city yes­ 
terday delighted w ith Santa Monica 
as a watering place and well pleased 
w ith the progress th a t has been made 
w ith the Company’s work. 
For some 
days past, conjectures and ru m o rs 
have been m any w ith regard to Col. 
jACKSon’s connection with the Los 
Angeles and Independence railroad 
company and all are desirous of in­ 
formation on the subject. The Col. 
is a thorough business man and being 
such does not carry his purpose and 
business on his sleeve for daws to peck 
at, but of this all m ay rest assured. 
H e has the entire control of Senator 
J o n e s ’ business and the Los Angeles 
and Indepennence railroad is exclu­ 
sively under his management. 
He 
positively asserts th at the road will 
be pushed forward with all speed. 
Colonel J a c k s o n is a valuable acqui­ 
sition to this part of the State and we 
welcome him to Los Angeles. 


State Superintendent. 


Mr. G u i n n , Independent nominee 
for Superintendent of Public Instruc­ 
tion, has withdrawn from the contest. 
This leaves the race between Dr. F it z ­ 
g e r a l d and Professor C a r r . 
Judg­ 
ing from the result of the recent elec­ 
tion, there is little room for supposing 
anything else than the overwhelming 
election of the Democratic nominee; 
but there are reasons, outside of party 
predilection, which recommend the 
the election of Mr. F i t z g e r a l d , the 
most potent of which is his superior 
qualifications for the position. Profes­ 
sor C a r r , though a man of education, 
is impractical and wanting in those 
methodical business qualities, so es­ 
sential to the successful supervision 
of our public schools. H e is a good 
hearted, simple minded gentleman, 
whose very simplicity of nature would, 
if he was elected State Superinten­ 
dent, soon involve him in a cloud of 
difficulties, from which he would hard­ 
ly release himself without injury to 
the school system. On the other hand, 
Mr. F it z g e r a l d is a m an of thor­ 
ough business habits, practical and 
methodical. 
His experience as State 
Superintendent has placed him in pos­ 
session of all the details of the office. 
There is no part or branch of the of­ 
fice but be is perfectly familiar with. 
During his four years term he accom­ 
plished a great deal in the way of plac­ 
ing our public school system on an 
equality with the best in the Eastern 
states. If he is reelected, he will com­ 
plete the work he then inaugurated, 
and the people of California will have 
reason to feel proud of their public 
schools. 


The Wealth of Arizona. 


The Southern Pacific Railroad is 
pressing on towards the Arizona boun- 
dery. 
Already the iron horse has 
scaled the San Gorgonio sum m it, and 
his screams will soon be echoing over 
the wastes of the Colorado Desert. 
Arizona will ’ere long be clasped to the 
Pacific Coast by iron 
bands. The 
opening up of that vast and rich Terri­ 
tory is pregnant with great results, 
an d Los Angeles stands ready to re­ 
ceive the golden stream as soon as the 
great treasure house is tapped. Ari­ 
zona w ill henceforth be the centre of 


ai traction on this cofwit and ifilhcrs 
frotn all parts of the world will flock to 
the new country to participate in the 
Wealth Which the railroad will devel­ 
op in that section. In thisstrange wild 
country are precious deposits that ri­ 
val the Comstock Lode, aud both gold 
and silver are found over a larger area 
than in any other part of the world. 
Even here in California there is but 
little known of that territory, and the 
prevailing opinion seems to be that 
it is a desert, devoid of vegetation, 
trees and water, whereas it is really 
a flue agricultural country having a 
proportionally larger area of tillable 
land than California, abounding w ith 
never failing streams, and having 
known mineral resources of fabulous 
extent aud value. 
A correspondent of the San Francis­ 
co Bulletin who has traveled over the 
entire Territory in an able letter to 
that journal gives an elaberate descrip­ 
tion of it aud presents m any facts 
that will be of interest to the people 
of Los Angeies, The water supply is 
exceptionally good. 
Rain falls near­ 
ly every month in the year, all over 
Arizona except in the W estern part 
where the Colorado flows. 
Rivers and 
creeks are more numerous than in any 
section near this Coast in the same 
longitude. The valleys of the Gela, 
Colorado, Salt, Verde, Little Colorado 
Big Sandy, W illiam ’s Fork, Santa 
Cruz, San Pedro and Riilets Rivers, 
and their tributaries, which are nu­ 
merous, are nearly all never failing 
streams, and meander through rich 
valleys capable of the highest culti­ 
vation. 
The mountain sides are 
filled 
with 
springs, 
and 
artesian 
wells at a very slight depth can 
be 
obtained 
over 
an 
immgnse 
area. 
Of the 70,000 square miles of 
territory it is estimated that at last 
20,000 are capable of cultivation with 
the present water supply. In the Gila 
Salt, Santa Cruz, San Pedro and oth­ 
er valleys twocrop9 per annum can be 
grown. The Gila valley is 400 miles 
long and lies in latitude 30°. Salt 
Valley is 69 miles in length by 15 to 
30 in breadth. 
The Colorado is seve­ 
ral hundred miles long and will fur­ 
nish water for thousands of farmers. 
The Verde river is 150 miles long and 
flows through rich lands. The winter 
rains are very heavy. 
Grazing facili­ 
ties are wonderful, as the mountain 
sides are covered with vegitation. The 
Mogallau range covering an area of 
m any thousands of square miles are 
literally 
bubbling 
with 
springs, 
and send m any rushing streams from 
their sides like the Truckee of Cali­ 
fornia. 
Gen. Stoneman declared in 
1870 on an inspection, that m any m il­ 
lions of money were being lost every 
year for want of cattle and sheep to 
graze in these mountains. The rains 
of July and August cause vegetation 
to spring up all over the territory af­ 
fording spleudid pasturage and ’ere 
this is consumed, the November and 
January rain3 ienew it. Stock far e3 
as well in winter as in summer, es­ 
pecially South of the Gela; and, ex­ 
cepting in the higher mountains, re­ 
quire no shelter. The sheep herds are 
now very large in some sections and 
have been augmented by oue to two 
hundred thousand driven from Cali­ 
fornia this season. The Apache dep­ 
redations have been a great drawback 
to stock raising, but this is now be­ 
ing ovorcome. All the valleys and 
the mountains are generally well cov­ 
ered with timber. 
Cotton wood, mes­ 
quite, ash, cherry; walnut, pine and 
fir are the predominating varieties. 
The Gila valley for 400 miles is so 
thickly covered with mesquite timber 
that it is a great labor to clear off the 
land. 
There is a single belt of pine 
tim ber in the Mogallen 150 miles long 
“ All in all” says our informant “I 
doubt if any of tho territories, save 
Washington, is so abundantly or any­ 
thing nearly so conveniently timber­ 
ed as is Arizona.” 
The mineral productions will at­ 
tract the attention of our people most, 
we presume, for with rich mines to 
feed her banks, Los Angeles will be 
w hat San Francisco has become—a 
great treasure house that will lure 
thousands of people from all parts of 
the world, a centre of exchange with all 
its attendant commerce and wealth. 
Gold, silver, iron, copper, lead, coal 
and other minerals abound. 
Indeed 
it is less difficult to tell where they 
are known to exist than where they 
are unknown. 
The 9ilver depositsare 
unequaled, but owing to the high cost 
of transportation, the freight on ore 
to San Francisco being $120 to $160 
per ton, only the richest ores can be 
handled. In no other political divi 
sion has so much nearly pure silver 
and copper been found in so many 
places and at such distances apart. 
In Mohave county native silver has 
been extracted in several places, the 
same has been done near Prescott and 
in Pinal county. 
The Silver King 
mine near Athens furnishes ore that 
will run into the thousands of dollare 
per ton if properly handled. 
The Sil­ 
ver Queen mine in Pinal has an im ­ 
mense vein of ore which has been 
sold in San Francisco for $200 per ton. 
Pure silver is found throughout a belt 
of country beginning near the North­ 
ern boundary and running along the 
mountains about Prescott to the Si- 
nora line. 
In all this belt and in one 
within a few miles of aud parallel to 
the Colorado river veins have been 
opened and at all are m any tons of ore 
worth from $50 to several 
hundred 
dollars per ton. 
W e need hardly say 
that in Nevada with experienced, 
workman 
and 
suitable 
reduction 
works, ores yielding $25 per ton are 
worked with profit. To illustrate the 
crude state of mining at the present 
time in Arizona we may mention the 
fact that near Tucson a vein of silver 
ore has been explored to the depth of 


fine bumlrcd feet ttttd atiem pli to 
work it have proved profitless, yet sev­ 
eral tons shipped to Sau Francisco, 
showed a net result of $90 per ton. 
Gold is found in m any sections. Veins 
and placers are now worked in Yuma, 
Mohave, Yavapai and Pim a counties; 
at a depth of tw enty to forty feet 
quartz veius are found. The Vulcan 
gold lode has au immense body of ore, 
and a 40 stam p mill is to be erected. 
The placers near Tucson in the Santa 
Rita mountaiu9 are now paying m i­ 
ners from tw enty to forty dollars per 
day, through the dirt is packed on 
mules some distance to the water. 
Lead ore w ith silver ore from forty to 
one hundred dollars per ton abounds 
in several counties, and immense de­ 
posits of galena have been discovered 
lately in the Gela valley. 
The copper 
deposits are incomparable in Am eri­ 
ca if not in the world. The copper 
mines at Clifton near the Eastern 
boundery, are now being 
worked. 
Tons and tons of native copper are 
found mixed with seams of vein m at­ 
ter. 
A mountain of copper exists for­ 
ty miles W est of Tucson, shipm ents of 
the ore of which to Baltim ore yielded 
seventy to eighty per cent, of pure 
metal. The veins along the Colorado 
especially Big W illiam 's Fork, are 
extensive and are now worked. 
At 
present the ore and bullion from Ari­ 
zona is shipped to San Francisco from 
Yuma 
via the Gulf. 
For the six 
months ending July 31st. 1875 the 
shipm ents were, silver 1,028,000 fids, 
bullions 28,533 pds, copper ore 62.600 
pds. 
At $200 per pound the bullion 
if it were all silver, was worth $5,718,­ 
600. Coal has been discovered in the 
Mogallen mountains and in the Gela 
80 miles from Tucson, and in that lo­ 
cality a vein of tin ore has been found 
A large deposit of magnetic iron ore 
exists thirty miles South of Tucson. 
W ith such vast mineral wealth ac­ 
companied by facilities for properly 
utilizing it, such inducements to the 
faim er aud the wool grower, and a 
climate which, though warm er than 
our coast, is yet healthy and attractive 
the future of this territory is full of 
promise' and the residents of this city 
will anxiously watch its necessarily 
rapid development.

E A S T E R N N E W S. 


T h e M ississip p i T rou b le. 
W a s h in g t o n , September 11th.— 
The situation in Misssissippi grows 
more perplexing each hour. First the 
news came that an insurrection too 
formidable to be suppressed by the 
State authorities had broken out,then 
came the application for supplemen­ 
tary State troops; this was followed 
by the order of the President to Attor­ 
ney General Pierrepont to consider 
the situation and act in such a manner 
as would tend to pr serve peace and 
protect property an I life. 
The first 
move made by the Attorney General 
after being instructed by the President 
was to telegraph Gov. Ames in effect 
as follows: “ Orders have been giv­ 
en the commanding officer of tho U. 
S. forces in Mississippi to hold them ­ 
selves in readiness to put down the in­ 
surrection in Hinds county if it really 
exists and is too formidable to yield to 
the authority of the State Executive. 
Please inform me if you consider 
the insurrection 
of such a character 
that it cannot be subdued by forces un­ 
der your command.” This dispatch 
had been sent early vesterday morn­ 
ing, and up to oue o’clock to-day no 
reply had been received by the A ttor­ 
ney General. 
In view of having re­ 
ceived no communication from Gov. 
Ames, Gen. Pierrepont telegraphed to 
Secretary Fish th at he inferred on ac­ 
count of long silence of Gov. Ames 
that either the necessity never ex­ 
isted for Federal 
interference 
or 
that 
the 
trouble had so far been 
subdued as to dismiss the thought of 
interference on the part of the United 
States. 
Secretary Fish took the same 
view of the situation and telegraphed 
Judge Pierrepont that he would not 
consider his presence necessary until 
the next time he had intended to re­ 
turn, which was the latter part of next 
week. 
This morning the President 
sent a telegram to the Attorney Gen­ 
eral endorsing fully the action he had 
taken thus far, and expressing regret 
that Gov. Ames had failed to com­ 
municate with him. 
Subsequently 
Secretary Bristow and Governor Jew ­ 
ell, the only cabinet officers in W ash­ 
ington, took occasion to commend the 
course of the Attorney General. 
The 
Attorney General having received no 
reply to his message to Gov. Ames of 
yesterday, asking what efforts the 
State authorities had made for the 
suppression of the disturbances in 
that State, 
at an early hour this 
morning caused a duplicate to be sent 
requesting an early reply, but up to a 
late hour this afternoon had failed to 
receive a response. 
He had, however, 
received a despatch from Senator 
Pease, a Republican, stating th at the 


excitement coiiiequent upon the dis­ 
turbances at Clinton, had really sub­ 
sided, and th at peace and order libw 
reigns throughout the State. 
Senator 
Pease says th at until the State author­ 
ities exhaust all their powers in sup­ 
pressing the local disturbances, lie 
deems it inexpedient for the Federal 
government to interfere. H e also as­ 
sures the Attorney General that a suf­ 
ficient num ber of reliable men who 
are willing to uphold the State gov­ 
ernment and assist in protecting lives 
are 
ready 
and willing 
to go to 
any part of the State for the purpose. 
All they require is requisitions from 
the Governor for their services. The 
Attorney General received a letter 
this morning from Secretary Fish, in 
which the latter warmly approves the 
course pursued by Judge Pierrepont in 
the Mississippi malter. In addion to 
this, Judge Pierrepont has assurances 
of the support of the President and 
oilier members of the Cabinet. The 
Judge expresses tiie opinion that the 
war in Mississippi is ended.

A letter from Surprise mine, Pinal 
county, to the Prescott M iner says: 
Already men are rushing here, and 
women too, 
Already nearly two hun­ 
dred locations have been m ade on 
nearly as many different leads and 
stratas, m any of which are known to 
be rich. 
Shafts are now being sunk on 
fifteen or twenty of them, from which 
silver ore is taken that assays from 
$300 to $3,000 per ton. 
I t is a fact wor­ 
thy of note that we have no low grade 
ores in this district; so far, at least, 
has been found, 
And anything th at 
goes below $200 a ton isn’t looked at. 
The great drawback to this district at 
present is the want of mills to work 
our ore. 
We will furnish the wood, 
w ater and the ore to keep from one to 
a dozen twenty stam p mills running 
for any length of time. Now, who 
will furnish the capital? W h a t man 
will bring here the first mill, and 
m ake us and himself rich? 
A good 
custom mill could make a fortune here 
in a little while working our rich ores 
at, say, $40, $60, $80 or even a liundaed 
dollars a ton. 
At present it costs us at 
least $120 a ton, counting everything 
—$20 a ton freight to Florence (35 to 
40 miles distant) and then $100 a ton 
for smelting. Ho you see, at those fig­ 
ures we m ust have rich mines to work 
them and make anything. 
T hat journal says: 
T h e y C o m e ! T h e y C o m e !—They 
come from every nation, they come 
from every way. They come from 
Texas, come from Arkansas, come 
from Missouri, Kansas and N ebiaska. 
W ith Buck anti Bright and Ball and D rum , 
Aud sounding whip, they come, they come.

California. 
There is a heavy domand for gold at 
the East to send abroad in settlement 
of the large balance of trade against 
the United States from deficiency in 
the exports of domestic products. San 
Fraucisco lias furnished $30,000,000 
coin for 
this puspose during the 
last six months and now that she 
will want a larger proportion of the 
product of her mines for home use, 
the premium naturally advauces in 
New York. 
One of our City Police informs us 
that the most remarkable epoch in his 
career was about six moots ago, when 
he chanced in front of a house where 
an unfortunate individual was sur­ 
prised at the breakfast table by two of 
his former wives, who just dropped in 
upon him informally. The way the 
dust wa9 stirred up in that room was 
simply wonderful, a n d a forty-horse­ 
power grist mill could not have grouud 
the crockery finer.

Religion in the Family. 


[HUSBAND AND W IFE.] 
Religion lasts, or is supposed to last, 
through a lifetime; pleasant domestic 
relations should do the same. How to 
reconcile tho two harmoniously is a 
problem to many a Christian wife, hav­ 
ing a skeptical husband, or one who 
“does not meddle with religion, either 
way.” 
If she neglects the observance 
of family 
worship, 
attendance at 
church, etc., her conscience clamors 
loudly at the om ission; and if she per­ 
sists in this practice, it m ay seem an 
implied reproach to her husband. Most 
wives will grant that their first duty 
is to God, their second to their chosen 
husbands: but few will adm it that the 
latter includes, to a great extent, the 
former. 
Yet such is undoubtedly the 
case. It is not unusual to hear a world­ 
ly man complain—“If my wife’s reli­ 
gion is to come between us, and lift 
her so far above me, I waut none of 
it;” aud lie is right.

The trouble here is that the wife, see­ 
ing her husband’s indifference, and 
perhaps fearing its influence upon her­ 
self, devotes her attention so earnestly 
to good works, that other more com­ 
monplace duties aro disregarded. The 
husband catches a pityiug look on his 
wife’s face, (pity is unpalatable to most 
of us) or hears her say to a friend, “If 
poor, dear John would only join the 
church, I would have hope for his sal­ 
vation.” So the poor fellow, seeiug 
himself a heathen in his wife’s eyes, 
often becomes almost as bad as one 
from sheer desperation. If, instead of 
this, her devotions were quietly, un­ 
obtrusively conducted, and their influ­ 
ence brought to bear upon her house­ 
hold duties and trials, silently show­ 
ing the ennobling effect of the holy 
element, no reasonable man could help 
loving and respecting her more than 
before. 
Reasoning so frequently con­ 
founds doctrines with disciples, th at 
the most zealous may bring discredit 
upon their faith by inconsistent de­ 
portment.
